organization of Chiang’s cabinet to

operations not only in Burma but 
elsewhere. 
Disappointment also is said to 
h a v e 
b e e n

Chiang’s failure to make an agree­ 
ment with the northern Chinese 
Communists so that both the red 
troops, and the central govern­ 
ment forces which are blockading 
them, could be 
combined 
and 
thrown against the Japanese. Th is 
civil strife is one of China’s great­ 
est weaknesses. 
The Generalissimo 
gave

only on the appointment

American commander for field 
operations, and even then de­ 
manded Stilw ell'* recall—possibly 
as a lace-saving expedient. 
Thus 
in effect Chian# has adopted an 
attitude of greatly lessened co­ 
operation with the Allies.

Dumbarton Oaks Conference to

organization, China was accorded 
the position of one of the “ big 
four — along with America, B rit­ 
ain and Russia. 
The idea was

NEAR PEAK VOTE 
FORECAST NOW; 
INTEREST HI6H 


Democratic Leaders Concede 
Nothing and Insist They 
Have Fighting Chance 


Pre vuis 
of 
the 
forthcoming 
election in Fayette County de­ 
pt lid largely upon 
the 
political 
partisanship of those who give 
thorn. 
But 
between 
the 
two 
extremes probably can be found 
a reasonable position from which 
to peer into the immediate future 
On one thing all are in essential 
agreement—that one of the heav­ 
iest votes in history is in prospect 
for next Tuesday, At the office of 
the board of elections, it was esti­ 
mated that the total would be be­ 
tween 10,000 and 11.000. including 
approximately 500 ballots 
sent 
back by men and women in the 
service and more than 200 absent 
civilian voters. 
The county’s voting peak was 
reached four years ago when 11.- 
164 ballots were cast. That wmuld 
be surpassed this year, election 
officials said they believed, ex­ 
cept for the absent number of 
men who are now' serving all over 
the World with the armed forces 
who w ill not vote. Just how many 
Fayette County voters are in the 
service is 
a 
matter 
of 
some 
speculation, but the consensus is 
t»iat there are more than 1,000. 
If that is any whore near correct, 
less than half of them are ex­ 
pected to vote. 
The Republican camp is buoy­ 
ant with confidence. 
The party 
stalwarts are claiming a victory 
in a common gallop 
is 
a sure 
thing. The only question in their 


minds is 
by 
how 
much—and 
there is considerable difference of 
opinion on this point, even by two 
of the county’s most astute poli­ 
ticians. 
Glenn B Rodgers, vice 
chairman of the- 
party's 
county 
executive committee, 
was 
con­ 
servative in his prediction that 
“ the Republicans will carry the 
county by 1,500 votes.*' 
J. Kent 
Hopkins, secretary of the

Japar . the Anglo-American Allies 
can adapt themselves to existing 
conditions. Fortunately American 
progress in conquering the Paci 
fie has put us in strategic posi­ 
tions from which we can knock 
out Nippon. 
However, perhaps 
Chiang w ill remedy his own posi­ 
tion. 
One of the greatest dangers is 
that of an upheaval between the 
Generalissimo’s forces 
and 
the 
pow! rful 
Chinese 
Communist 
armies of the north. They’ve been 
working under a truce (frequently 
broken by bloody encounters) be­ 
cause of the Japanese war.

Chungking was 
that 
fratricidal 
war would break 
out 
before 
Japan had been beaten. 
These Red armies are one of the 
Generalissimo’s chief concerns in 
his determination to maintain his 
one-party government. 
Obvious­ 
ly this political split is highly 
dangerous to China’s war effort. 
Only last week a cabinet spokes­ 
man in Chungking said clashes 
had occurred during August and 
September between Chinese gov­ 
ernment forces and Chinese Red 
troops.

It is tru e that 
we have had a worse epidemic of 
infantile paralysis this year than 
we had for m any years, bu t that 
is becau se we simply and sadly 
have to confess ignorance as to 
how th a t contagion is spread. U n­ 
til we do know, the situ ation will 
get no better, except for the na t­ 
u ral flu ctu ations of the 
discase.

u lation has rem ained in wonderfu l 
health.

and 
the deatn 
rate 
everywhere in civil life is down. 
F or all this, du e credit shou ld be 
given to the pu blic health adm inis­ 
tration, federal, state, cou nty and 
city, all over the land. 
It has been wondered why in this 
w ar the Italian troops were not 
better w arriors and the theory has 
been advanced th at they as 
well as 
the rest of the Italian popu lation 
are physically 
weakened and de­ 
teriorated by the 
inroads of m a­ 
laria in Italy. The Italian health 


commu nity at a low level, bu t the 
economic condition of the people is 
depressed. Mu ch of the Sou thern 
Ital.an popu lation is involved in a 
viciou s circle of discase, u ndernu ­ 
trition, poor economic statu s, poor 
edu cation, and a hopeless ou tlook 
for the fu tu re. W ith better pu blic 
health in Italy the whole cou rse of 
the Italian w ar effort might have 
been different. 
There is nothing new abou t the 
idea becau se the degeneration of 
classical Greece has been u niver­ 
sally attribu ted to the invasion of 
the cou ntry by m alaria abou t the 
fifth centu ry B. C. The Greeks 
knew nothing abou t m alaria ou t 
today m alaria and its control is 
well u nderstood, and if the Italians 
had u sed all the knowledge avail­ 
able they cou ld have controlled the 
greater part of it, ju st as it has 
been done in this cou ntry, where 
malaria u sed to be endemic all over 
the Mississippi Valley. 
Ou r health problems are not all 
solved by any means. W ith the re ­ 
tu rn of soldiers and sailors some 
of them incapacitated either by 
inju ry or disease, some of them in 
mental states th a t are f a r from 
cooperative, we have a real job to 
do to get them back into condition 
so they will be healthy, able and 
self-respecting with abilities to be 
self-su pporting. All the resou rces 
of social medicine will be neces­ 
sary for the su ccessfu l accom 
plishment of this task.
